Washington —(XP)— Wire tapping 


by prohibition agents in certain cas- 
es was approved before the house 
expenditures committee today by At- 
torney General Mitchell. 


The attorney general told the com- 


mittee he" issued an order Jan. 19, 
peijnitting -wire-" tapping- in speeJal 
cases when approved by the head 
of the bureau involved and the as 
sistant attorney general In charge 
of the case. 


This order, he testified was is- 


sued to remove a discrepancy in the 
regulations for 
the 
investigation 


and prohibition bureaus. The formsr 
Bureau prohibited the practice under 
a 1928 regulation while it was per- 
mittee in the prohibition branch. 


Mitchell said he had not felt he 


was in a position to establish 
an 


'Iron clad rule," so left it open for 
consideration of the bureau heads 
nvolved "in specific cases." 
Assistant Attorney General Toung- 


quist, in charge of prohibition, testi- 
fied he had approved wire taping In 
three specific cases since the or- 
der of Jan. 19. 


This was done, he said In the ab- 


sence of Director Woodcock of the 
prohibition bureau.

he upper air, to which it attributed 
he drought that had devastated w-de 
tretches of farming land. Further- 
more, there is no way of knowing, 
aid today J. B. Kincer, agricultural 
meteorologist of the weather bureau, 
vhether the resumption of currents 
s permanent or will again lapse.

In general, the.totals have coins 
near normal or somewhat 'above in 
Ohio, Indiana, the southern half of 
llinois and in Tennessee. Rains have 
ieen above normal generally in- West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, Texas, and much of Missouri. 
n all there .was a great deficiency, 
nowever, -to be made up. • 


In .Maryland, ."Virginia, and the 


Carolinas, rain-has remained-moder- 
,te arid- generally below normal. In 
he plains states north of Kansas 
and also in the upper Mississippi 
valley from northern Missouri north- 
ward there has been little rain or 
now as yet. 
The heaviest rainfall has occurred 


in Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, 


southern Missouri, 
the northern 


parts .of Mississippi'and s Louisiana, 
and eastern Texas. 


These were the states of the most 


severe drouglit areas. In West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Indiana, and the south- 
ern half of Ulinbis, also hard hit, 
rains have been mostly from one 
inch to two inches.

particularly In colleges like Law-

This 
is illustrated by the fact that the 
game last fall with Cornell, an un- 
beaten team in the Midwest con- 
ference drew less than $60 at the 
gate. 


- Need Special Endowment 


Attention is called to the need for 


special endowment for the 
depart- 


ment of physical education as much 
as for other departments of the col- 
lege. "In making its 
suggestions," 


the report states, "It should be borne 
in mind that the committee has had, 
of necessity, to take into considera- 
tion the present budget requirements 
, of the college and the general busi- 
ness depression prevailing at this 
time. In its study of the question it 
has recognized certain goals to be 
set up which the department of phy- 
sical education should strive to reach 
as its income permits." 


"In this connection it might be 


stated that there is at Lawrence no 
^specific endowment for the physical 
"education department although many 
of the departments of the college do 
enjoy such special financial aid. The 
income for the departmental budget 
comes from regular funds and has 
no direct connection with the re- 
ceipts from athletic contests which 
are supposed to cover only the ex- 
pense of intercollegiate competition. 
It might be noted, however, that 
when the affairs of the athletic as- 
sociation were turned over to the 
business manager of the college a 
year or so ago, the financial state- 
ment showed it to be some $7,000 in 
the red and that it will require about 
two more years efficient handling to 
balance the hooks. 
An endowment 


fund for the department of physical 
education is most desirable and it is 
hoped that some friend of Lawrence 
and of this particular 
department 


•will come forward-with the 
funds 


necessary to put the department on a 
sound "permanent, basis." 
•" 


"Needs Recognition 


Commenting up on the status of the 


department of physical education the 
report continues: "The department of 
physical education does not take its 
proper place in the academic picture 
at Lawrence. The committee feels 
that this is essential to the proper 
carrying out of the ideal program. In 
no other way can the various Inter- 
ests of the college understand one 
another's point of view. 


Credit is rightly given in this ^ sub- 


ject toward a degree and counts" ia. 
election to Phi Beta Kappa so there 
is every reason why the department 
snould be accorded its proper rank 
both actually and theoretically. The 
committee has tried to analyze the 
operation of the department and its 
place in the college, program and 
finds that its present situation is due 
to a combination of circumstances 
and not to any one condition or per- 
son."

It is a prero 
gative that should not be 
denie 


him.

-withstanding the frantic efforts t 
restock the latter fish.

•well known red and -white -wobbler 
lure. They get fish but not always. 
I have used the same lure but I 
have not found it at all necessary 
to use it exclusively. 
In fact, I 


seldom uso it. I have a radical de- 
parture in lures with which I never 
fail to take pike, and generally, the 
larger ones. I made the lure my- 
self from hints I received from an 
old Indian of the Odanah reserva- 
tion. It is made from a description 
he gave me of a bait devised and 
used by the most successful angler 
of the tribe a hundred years ago. 
I shall soon be in a position to tell 
my readers more about this wonder- 
ful lure and how to get it. 


Here is a tip on lake fishing for 


northern pike. The Wisconsin riv- 
er comes out of Lac View Desert in 
northeastern Vilas-co. 
Along the 


shore adjacent to the mouth of the 
river the pike hang out to feed on 
small fish that ascend the river to 
the lake. Not many anglers know 
of it, but those who do anchor their 
boats out about a hundred feet, or 
so where the water is of the proper 
depth, and cast their plugs in to- 
ward the mouth.' The best time as 
1 found it for fishing here is along 
toward dark after sunset. I seldom 
failed to take several pike and now 
and then, a wall-eye at this place. 


Tis Testing System 


an Eye on 


Few motorists realize the neces- 


sity of testing the charge of a stor- 
age battery at regular intervals. 


"This point is one of the Impor- 


tant features of our Willard service 
to motorists—testing each cell of the 
storage battery, says Mr. George 
Schwab, manager of the Gibson Tire 
and Battery Co., the local Willard 
service station. 


"Each cell should be tested period- 


ically at a battery service station. 
As the specific gravity of a battery 
varies with the period of discharge, 
testing the gravity with a hydrome- 
ter keeps a check on the state of 
charge of the driver's battery. Each 
cell should be tested individually 
and a record made of the readings 
taken at the time of test. 


"There is no season of the year 


when the testing of the battery 
should be neglected. In the winter 
time the battery should be tested to 
see That the state of charge is high 
enough to keep it from freezing and

oughly, learn once for all, the fun 
damentals of knowledge. 


I'm for the freedom of the child 


always. I work to free the children 
from their own ignorance. I know 
that children are strangers to most 
of the experiences that are familiar 
everyday matters to me. I know 
that they are not habituated to work 
to think, to live with safety and 
economy in the world of today. If 
they were they would not need me 
and all the other teachers in the 
world would be quite useless. I do 
not expect that to happen this gen- 
eration. 


We have to teach children to read 


and write, to "figure." 
We have to 


teach them the fundamental prin- 
ciples of living. It is not possible 
to teach the details of life. All we 
can hope to do is to teach the prin- 
ciples we have discovered, and to 
teach them well. 


Take arithmetic. In order to use 


mathematics in any activity of life 
one must know the 
tables. They 


have to be automatic. Imagine hav- 
ing to stop in the midst of a compu- 
tation to count on the fingers the 
how much of seven times seven. No. 
the fundamentals must be thorough- 
ly and completely mastered in the 
early grades. All the fundamentals 
of reading and writing and arithme- 
tic. 


There is a time, usually it comes 


along about the period between six 
and nine years, when the children 
have a" strong interest and great 
power in memorizing tables, sounds, 
words, rules. This is the time when 
-fundamentals come naturally. Teach 
them, drill them, apply them daily 
until they are a part of the child's 
mental equipment. 


I know no better way than to 


memorize these arbitrary facts. De- 
vices that tend to disguise them are 
only lumber in the way. All lan- 
guage used to dress them up is fog 
and confusion. The 
child in the 


lower grades of the school is hun- 
gry for simple direct facts. He lov- 
es to repeat tables and words and 
sounds. He likes concert work. He 
likes1 the accumulation of knowl- 
edge and power thase lists of tables 
give him. He likes to recite poetry, 
the more rhyme, the more rhythm, 
the better. We need to take ad- 
vantage of this period of growth to 
teach the fundamentals" of learning 
and of character. 


Thoroughness is a great quality. 


It lends fine strength to character. 
Now I do not claim that being thor- 
ough in tables will- make a child 
thorough in well doing. But I do 
claim that if this attitude of mind 
is cultivated in the early years it is 
likely to be carried over into the 
character of the child and color his 
conduct. 


'Honesty, thoroughness, considera- 


tion for others are fundamentals of 
character.. I believe- that 'the time 
for teaching them is in the early 
years of the children's school life. 
Example, guidance, experience, will 
tend to strengthen the teaching. If

New York business man, who paid 
an income tax last year of $4,000, in 
casting up his accounts preparatory 
to meeting the tax on his 1930 in- 
' come finds that he owes the govern- 
'ment $4.58. Profits from his business 
were somewhat less 
than in the 


previous year, but the difference be- 
tween $4,000 and $4.58 is represented 
mainly in the losses on 
securities 


'which he tools in 1930 nnd which 
the average American has been tak- 
'ing to such an extent that Uncle 
Sam will find his income 
tax rev- 


enues greatly reduced when the fin- 
al figures for the year are cast up 
by the treasury department. 


The illustration given above Is not 


by any means unusual. There are 
numerous 
instances 
that those 


whose business it is to compile in- 
come tax reports for individuals and 
.corporations have 
met with, in 


which the returns for 1930 are only 
a small percentage of those for 1929. 
They lune dwindled 
down 
from 


thousands of dollars or \undreds of 
dollars to a few dollars or a few 
'cents. It is doubtful if the Washing- 
ton authorities yet 
realize 
tae 


shrinkage in income which they will 
have to face this year in one of the 
largest of all of the 
government's 


sources of revenue. 


Take Loss Limit 


• Everyone who could 
take losses 


.on securities, real estate or on oth- 
er business enterprises did so to the 
"extreme limit in making up their 
1930 -income tax statements. 
This 


was one of the factors in the demor- 
alized security markets of last No- 
vember and December. It has pro- 
moted the new and aggressive ac- 
tion for a change in the 
law xe- 


garding capital gains and losses. It 
involved a great deal of switching 
from one group of securities to an- 


_ other in order that 
the 
investor 


might not lose his position. When 
he sold the stock of a food company, 
for instance, on tvhich there had 
been _a depreciation and in order to 
improve his status as the payer of 
an income tax, he purchased the 
shares'of another food 
company 


with about the same general status 
and possibly a little higher rating 
than the one disposed of. He did the 
same if the situation involved. the 
stock of a copper company, or that 
of an iron and steel concern, a rail- 
road or a public utility. There was a 
general searching out in the final 
quarter of 1930 of every kind of sub- 
stitution that could be made which 
would bring the highest 
total of 


losses to set up against profis and so 
produce the minimum of income tax- 
es to be paid on March 15. 
' This year more people will pay 
the government the entire amount 
:of their 1930 income taxes in one 
lump sum. than ever before. 
The 


"man who had to pay $4,000 last year 
then, took the 
option of quarterly 


payments. Obviously, he will send a 
check this year to the collector of 
internal revenue in his district for 
34.50 on March ID and have done 
with the business. 


Heavy Shrinkage Later 


- Consequently, the first 
install- 


ment period may look better, so far 
as it reflects the total income tax 
, nayment for the twelve months, 
than actual conditions warrant. The 
extent of the shrinkage will show Tip 
more plainly in June and in the sub- 
sequent quarterly periods 
of Sep- 


tember and December. 


There is no basis on which to es- 


timate the falling off in income tax 
payments this year, but income tax 
experts agree that the receipts will 
be the lowest in many years. They 
also unhesitatingly state that at no 
time since 1931 have losses been tak- 
en equal to those that will appear 
in income tax statements when they 
are presented at the internal rev- 
enue offices of the country 
next 


month. 


There is still consid arable selling 


of securities and transferring of cap- 
ital into other securities 
with the 


eye to making income tax payments 
in 1932 as easy for the business man 
and the professional man as pos- 
sible. The amount of this, however 
is too slight to have had ar-y effects 
on security prices. There is a certain 
amount of balance to it in the way 
of repurchasing 
of securities by 


those who took their 
losses last 


year, and not then being Impressed 
with the outlook held the proceeds 
of their sales in cash or in short 
term securities until they were bet-
